Following the resignations of Kevin Ingram and Cynthia 
Murden, there were two vacancies on the Council. These 
were advertised in the usual way but no poll was claimed 
and Neel Matine and Gerald Burke were therefore co-opted. 
On behalf of the entire Council they were welcomed by 
Devid Lindsey, and we would like to thank them for 
offering their services to the village. A revised list 
of Parish Councillors will be placed on the Mall notice 
board as soon as possible. 


TESCO EXTENSIONS. 


As most people will probably know, planning permission 
for the proposed extensions to Tesco's was recently 
refused by the District Council. . However the Parish . 
Council feels that it is highly likely that a revised 
application wilt be made, and, as suggested at the 
Annual Parish Meeting, it therefore intends to approach 
Tesco's with a view to setting up a joint working party 
between representatives of the Parish Council, Tesco's, 
Bar Hill Residents Association and Bar Hill Developments 
Ltd. to discuss the whole question of extensions and 
also landscaping of the site. Incidentally the Parish 
Covneil would like to thank Tom Flanagan for all his hard 
work in conveying the village's views concerning the 
Tesco extensions to the District Council. 


ALTERATIONS TO ROBIN CLOSE. 


Mr. Tom Flanagan reported that a meeting of the Housing 
Manegenent Committee of the District Council will be held 
on 14th June to discuss the revised tenders for this work. 
Unfortunately this is not now expected to commence until 
the Autumn at the earliest. The Parish Council regrets 
the inconvenience being caused to residents by this delay 
and Tom Flanagan will continue to press the District | 
Council for work to be undertaken as soon as possible. 


PUBLIC TELEPHONES. 


Due to increasing costs, the Church Committee have regret- 
fully decided-to have the public telephone in the Church 
Centre removed. The Parish Council is currently in 
correspondence with the Post Office with a view to having 
a second public kiosk provided, probably in the Pheasant 
Rise area. We hope to give more news of this matter next 
month.

BUS CONCESSIONARY PASSES. 


The Council decided unanimously to continue to sub- 
sidise bus travel for elderly residents by means of 
bus passes. Bar Hill is at present the only parish in 
the district to offer this service, and the method of 
operation has been highly praised to the extent that 
other Parish Councils are now hoping to copy our 
scheme.

I, for one, as a resident of Bar Hill, am interested 
in ell facts relating to the local community, but I 
stress the word "facts" not biased and juvenile 
assumptions. 


The writer obviously assumes that we are all of the 
same gminion as him, or her, as the case may be, but I 
would like to state categorically, that I, for one, 
am not. 


Tesco's appears to be quite acceptable when donating 
groceries to the value of £300 towards the cost of a 
new village hall, or when they generously respond to 
any appeal by various loca] organisations to assist 
in fund raising schemes. 


TI would like to refresh the memory of the letter-— 
writer, of difficulties and inconveniences experienced 
by local residents before the coming of Tesco's. 

Bar Hill was without a grocery and butcher shop for 

20 months after the sudden closure of 'Keymarkets.'! 
Mothers with young children, and people of the older 
age group, who were without transport, were particularly 
effected by this situation. Now, they have a place in 
which they can browse or buy, to meet and socialise 
with fellow residents, and to have a cup of tea or 
coffee if they so desire. 


I work at Tesco's, and wear a badge saying "Welcome 
to Tesco's", What a pity our community which has 
benefitted quite considerably cannot reciprocate by 
_seying to Tesco's, "Welcome to Bar Hill.
